TURF NOTES FROM LANDS ABROAD 



The aut!ioritie*s are not e*-\tre*nu ly particular in some 
matters asscK-lated Avitli racing in South Afrie*a. At 
the Durban Turf Club’s meeting in the spring, the 
first division of the Calloway and Pony Handicap 
was won l»y Spanish Knight, a gelding by Amlrea 
IVrrara. and the following rae*e*. the Town Hundi- 
eap, was als<» won by Spanish Knight, a horse* de*- 
M’rilK'd as by Hrettenham or His MaJ«*sty. 

The ImukIoii SiNirtsmau, in raising its price from 
one iMMiny to two iK*ue*e*. stated it was not “profit- 
e*e*ring” in so doing. The i>osition was force*d uim»u 
it by a o«(» iK*r cent increase in the prie*e of i»:!|kt, 
as e*euiipare*d with pre-war prices; increase of wages 
and iMiiiuses to e‘mple».ve*s in the many de*partnie*nts 
of all uewspa|H*r work, and the all-around increase 
ill the cost of material and producTiou. Never less 
than four pages prie^ to the war, the S|>ortsman 
now cK-easionally drops to two in order to economize 
ill paiHT.

American stake* race* has m*tteel the winner as imieh as although Johivu’s l.atoiii;i De rby was ne»t 

far away freau tliat ele‘sirahie sum. Of the stakes for two-ja*ar-e)lds, Elliu Qimeii’s Juvenile Stakes, $7,100; 
Haniiibal’s Ke*e*iie* Me*me»rial Stake's. $0.8.’»0. and Dunboyue’s (lre*at American Stake»s, $0.0;K), were tlie* lead- 
ers. Hesults jit the ue*arhy Sarateega me*etiiig will substitute mueh gre*ate*r A;ilm*s, imlueling the riche?st 
stake race eif the* ,ve*ar. The three great haudk*aps of former yt*ars, the* Me*troiNditan. HieKiklyn ami Su- 
burban. show a sael falling off from their old-time value's. Still historical asseH'iatiems e*e>unt fe>r mue'h 
and owners ceivct the ir Aviniiiiig aliout as e*age*rly as tliey did in the* years whe*ii the*y bremght thn*e> e»r feair 
times as much as tl:e*y do now. In 190S beith the Hremklyn anel Snlmrban were of the* ue*t value of $19,7."»0, 
for instance*.

PROSPECTS OF KALITAN IN RACING 

Long in Retirement He Has Shown Encouraging 
Speed On Occasions This Year. 

laist year, when E, K. Bradley sent his colt 
Kalitaii to Pimlico to run in tlie Preakness 8 tak<‘s, 
the venture was attended with a result that, on 
the basis of comparison, made out Kalitnn to Im‘ 
the p«'<‘r of any throe - 3 ’ear-old in racing tlu*n. 
It is a matter of record that Kalitan won that 
rac<* witli cas«‘. Secoml to him was the colt AI M. 
Dick. subse«iuently purchased f<»r a big price by 
A. K. Ma<*oml>or and renamed LilsTty I»an. In 
tin* fullness of time this colt Liberty Loan started 
in ibe laitonia I>«Tby. ('udgoL then in prime form, 
was his most formidabk' onnoiient and was thought 
to be so nearly a certain winner that he went to 
the post a 3 to 5 favorite in the mutiiels. But 
Lib<*rty Ixiaii made an exhibition of him and win- 
ning the big ra<*e in a canter by six lengths, cov- 
»*red its mih* ami a half in 2:30. m*arly three 
se<onds faster than Johren’s race of this year. Both 
colts «*arried 122 iNiunds and Cudgel was second 
«*ight lengths in advance of Midway. 

Now ('udgel was then and there a great race 
lu*rse and has remained such to this day. In fact, 
at weight -for -a go he is almost beyond doubt the 
U*st ra<-e horse now in the I’nited States. Then 
what kind of a colt must Liberty Loan have b*‘en 
on Latcmia IhThy day? And, going further back, 
what a eolt Kalitan must have been when he so 
easily d«*feated that same Lib<*rt.v Loan in the 
Preakness Stiikes. It is not liard to conjecture 
that had both of these fine young horses remained 
in iwrfect form and raciiig condition, llourless and 
Omar Khayyam would have found in tln*m opi»o- 
iiciits of the most dangerous description. But for 
som<* undisclosed disabilit 3 ' Kalitan had to be re- 
tired from racing earl.v in the yt'ar and Libert.v 
IxKin was put on the shelf because* of being un- 
wisely started in’ the Canadian Ih*rby at Fort Erie 
in d«‘ep and holding mud and with heavy ismalties 
on his back. 

Tin* ra< ing of the present year is remarkable for 
the many pn>bh*ms attaching to brilliant race horses 
of last year. Not only do they apply to Kalitan 
and LilM-rty I»an, but to Omar Khayyam, Westy 
Hogan. Tippity Witchet. R<isie O’Grady. Papp. 
Rh-ket.v. Sun Briar and other noted ones as well, 
thesi' n<d as yet having app«*ared in tlie racing of 
the year, or having proved lamentable failures when 
they did. 

KALITAN RETAINS HIS SPEED. 

There may In* horie in Kalitan’s ease. He has 
ln*<*ii given a few tentative nK*«*s with some en- 
4 <turaging indications. In these races he was in 
charge <»f Max Hirseh, wlio has recently turned 
him ov<*r to Mr. Bradley’s regular trainer. 
In lY^spc*!-! to speed, Kalitan showed little, 

if an.v, impairment, hut it se<*ms obvious 
that the matter of nursing him along into condi- 
tion to withstand the strain of a race over a dis- 
tance worthy of a liorse of his class, is one of 
d«*liea«y and diffieult.v. In his first rac<* this year 
at Pimlico, May 4. he demonstrated retention of 
siH*ed b 3 ’ leading into the stretch in a race won b.v 
Cudgel, witli Jidircn s«*con<l. Then he ran ratln*r 
IMHirly in the Pimliifi Spring Handicap, won b.v 
Cudgel, with Bondage second and Omar Kha 3 \vam 
third. At Belmont Park, June 14, he carried 
130 ]m>uii(1k and showed considerable speed for a 
half mile, but finished unplaced to Hand Grenade, 
Tn»phy and Pol.vmcllan. His next race w’as a good 
one ill n*sp«*ct to sp<‘ed and weight-carrying. This 
was at A<|iieduct June 24, when, at six and a half 
furlongs, with 122 imiiuds up, he defeated Old 
Koenig, 12-1 iMiuiids; Corn Tassel, 116, and eight 
more capital sprinters, winning by a length in 
such exc«‘lleiit time as 1:18%. This he followed up 
by b<*atiiig Star Master, Guelaiid, Tea Caddy, Hank 
O’Day and Cornelia III., at three-quarters in 1:11%,, 
with 140 pounds 011 his back and it began to appear 
that Kalitan was himself again. But a shadow 
was c;ist on this rosy prosp«‘ct in the sensational 
Carter Handicap, Jul.v 4, in which Old Ko<*nig. 
with 122 iMuinds up. defeated Roamer, 130; Poly- 
meliaii. 128, and six more, of which Kalitan, carry- 
ing 127 pounds. dr<»p]M*d to the rear after b«*ing 
prominent for a half mile. 

Whether he lias dmie well or ill since then is a 
matter of which knowledge is confined to the stable. 
The answ«*r may come in the Saratoga Handicap 
next Thursda.v. in which he has b<M*ii assigm*d the 
favorable imiMist. for a horse of his natural eii- 
<lowm<‘nts, of 119 pounds. One thing is sure and 
that is that his owner is deeply attached to him 
and wouhl is* rejoictul exc<*edingly if he should provi* 
e<jual to carrying off such a high-class race.

RACING SHOULD NOT BE DISCONTINUED 

Necessity of Keeping Breeding Industry Alive Suf- 
ficient Reason for Sport to 60 On. 

“No matter what might happen to other s|H>rts 
during the ]>eriod of the war, viewed strictly from 
an ec-onomic standimint, thoroiighbn*d horse racdiig 
should not bo discontiiinod,” writes Joseph A. Mur- 
ph.v. 

“That has been the decision in England, France, 
Germany. Italy and Australia, and oven in striekon 
Belgium the Jockey Chib has kept its reserves to- 
gether and is aln*ady planning for big things after 
the war. The stopping of racing in Canada by an 
order in council should not weigh, beeaiise for 
olimatle and other reasons br<*cding of thorouglihreds 
in (’anada has nev 4 *r rcaeluMl an.v pretentions pro- 
p<irtions. In faet, when racing was condmd«‘d 
there, ninety iier cent of the horse's contesting were 
bred ill the states. 

“We will pass over the tr«*mciidous revenue de- 
rived from tin* gate at race tracks in taxes f«»r 
the government. b<‘eanse eertain revenues must lx* 
providi*d and if th<*y did not c*ome through racing. 
the 3 ’ would b«' gotten in some otln*r way. We will 
<-laini nothing for the robust sums donat«*«l to the 
Red Cross from tracks, that in Kcntnck 3 ’ alone this 
3 'ear reaehing the sum of $300,000. The Red Cross 
must be looked after and if the money did not 
eome from the race track, it would flow from other 
sources. 

“I>'t ns get right down to brass taeks and treat 
the subject of horse racing as a fundamental essen- 
tial of the government’s war program. W’hatever 
tin* future may hold, it is admitted that the horse 
still is a potent factor in modern warfan*. It was 
the French aiil English cavalry that savml the first 
battle of the Marne; it was lack of horses to bring 
lip the heav.v guns that stopped the German offen- 
sive in March. 

ARMY HORSE TO COME FROM THOROUGHBRED. 

“The ann.v and Un* Department of Agriculture have 
deeidc*<l, after careful study of the subject, that tin* 
f<mr brc*eds fitted for army use are the Morgans, 
saddle types, thoroughbreds and standard-breds. The 
.Morgans are rapidly ilisappearing. The field of the 
saddle horse is narrowing daily. With the disappear- 
ance of the roadsters from the stre<*ts the standard- 
breds are b<*iiig more and more restrictwl to tin* fairs 
and race tracks. The .\inerican ann.v horse of the 
future must come from the thoroughbred and staiid- 
ard-bn*<l. and these two most have racing to live. 
To iM'gin with, it needs the test of racing to dc- 
termiin* the stoutest bloml to breed from. Then, 
too, in the present crisis and in tlie reconstruction 
pf'riod to follow, tlie governm<*nt will need the ac- 
tiv 4 * co-oiM*ratlon of I every breeder, 

“Ten years ago there were 6.000 thoroughbred 
foals a year n*gistered. Tills year the number 
has fallen to 2.500. It can be seen that the se«*d 
is limited. In the past few years, A. K. Maeombi'r. 
August Belmont, J. II. Rosseter, Jefferson Living 
ston, Harry I’ayne W'hituey and other, wo.ilthy 
l,r«H‘ilers have spent millions importing the lM*st 
blood lines of France and England. To throttle 
the bn*<*ding industry just when it is taking m*w 
life would Ik* a public calamity. 

“W’ln n this war is over we will revive racing in 
Missouri. Associated with me are most of the men 
who do things in St. I»nis. We already have a ten- 
tative program, which includes financial aid to tin* 
county fairs and also the founding of an exi>eri- 
nieiital breeding bureau as an auxiliary to the gov- 
criimi nt. We shall assemble here stallions of the 
four breeiLs approv«*d by the government and not 
only experiment in crossing them, but send them to 
the different ctinntics of the state for the use of 
tin* farmers. * We expect the active aid of the 
loiiiity fairs in this. The Supreme court reci'iitly 
decideil that the fairs could not be aided from the 
public funds ainl they m*ed financial aid bndl 3 ’. 
.\s proof of this, the Mexico and C’entralia fairs, 
in tin* midst of the horse country, were rec«*ntl.v 
abandoned. We can supply tlie need»*d aid through 
racing. We l an Ik* of great aid to the government’s 
breeding program, but in the meantime the breeding 
iiidiistr 3 ’ must be kept alive.

has 1m*cii siis]N>ndc<i in i*astcrti Canada, such is not 
tlie case in this part t»f the Dominion. Ft»r the sec- 
tintl suceessive year the Saskatoon Derby, the most 
iniiMrtant event in western ('nnatla. as times go. 
has bet*n won by n wi*stern (’aiiatlinn-hred hors**. 

This race is at one anil t»ne-tjiiarter mih*s an*l of the 
value of $700. The field of nine which went to the 
jiost on Jul 3 * 17. incliitletl Priiict* Philsthoriie. which, 
nfti*r wintering In Havana, had ri*tiirncil to the hintl 
of his birth.

Stati<Mi. The <-onsensus of opinion anion;: l»r«‘e<lers 
M*enis to Ih* that a stallion is not pn*par«*d to do 
his lM*st work in the stud until he has some five or 
six years* exp«Tienc«* in stud duty. 

It is understiKsl, of <-ours<‘. that tin* youiiR stallion 
<hs*s not have the same oti|»ortunity in the stud as 
th<‘ ohler one has which has estahlished his repu- 
tation. This is lM‘cause the owners of suc<-essful 
hro«Mlniar«‘s will not, as a rule, hnsnl their Krt*at 
m.tt rolls to youni:, untrietl hors«*s. They seek the 
smas-ssful sin*, no matter what the stud fees ma.v 
Ih*. This fact of itself puts youiiK sires at a dis- 
advantage. 

F. S. IhH'ker has issmal a set of charts of the 
su<-cessful sire lines of EiiE:lish thorou;;hhred horses. 
He ffives the winners of the twelve principal classic 
tsintests of En;;land. At the same time he pives 
sin* of winner and age of sire. The table given 
herewith has lH*«*n compiled from his charts by 
one of our stu<h*nts, J. T. Campls*!!. The column 
giving tin* agt*s of sin*s indicates that this is the 
age at wliich the mating was made which produced 
the winner. According to this table the most suc- 
c«*ssful years an* from «i to 13. From 13 to *22 there 
is als«. a s«*ries of years whicli are successful in a 
h ss niark(*il degn*e. 

So many things eau hapiM*n to a stallion after he 
has pass 4 *d the ag<* of fourtt*i*n or fiftet*n that it 
is n*as«*nabh* t<» assume that it is the d<*cease in 
nunilM*r of ag«*d sin*s in servict* that accounts for 
then* lK*ing f«*wer suc«*«*ssful sires fnmi fourt»*t*n on- 
wanl. He also ln*liev»*s tliat the few winners at- 
trit*ut<*«l to sires of three and f<uir years of ag»* is 
due not so much to their lack of ability to sire 
s|M «*d as it is due to the limit of opiK*rtunity which 
young ln*rst*s have. Tin* horse do«'s not reach full 
physieal maturity until the clos** of his fourth year, 
at which time his stud duty should lK*gin. 

If we apply this test to the table given, the 
young sin* of five, six or M*v«*n years of age, when 
his op|M»rtunities an* considen*<l, proves to lie as suc- 
<*essful as the ohhr ones. The obvious <*onclusion 
must Ik* n*ach(sl that after a stallion arrives at 
maturity, there is no one age at W'hich he is lietter 
than the <ith«*r, so long as he n*tains his vigor.

FRENCH MOUNTS FOR AMERICAN ARMY 



Tli«*n* is a considerable shortage of army horses 
at the moment in France. The ministry of war 
has instriictetl the remount to purchase, preferably in 
Frami*. 9(t.(NNt horsi‘s for military purtioses, 5U,0U0 
of which will Ik* required to mount the American 
tnKips now on their way to the front. This will 
iTune as a Imk>ii to the Normandy and Drittany 
liglit horse breeders, who have passed through a 
torrildy bad time. The .\tnerican purchases made 
«*n lK*half of the Cnited Stat«*s of America provide 
tH*<»iH»niy in transiMirt. and saves s<*a risks. I*rici*s 
were fixi*<i by tin* ministerial circular of March. 
191S, as follows: Heavy cavalry, officers, 

imii. $19.7; l>rag<Mms, officers, $455; men, $400; 
light cavalry, offh*ers, $4J0; men, $310; light ar- 
tiil**ry, $3,741; heavy artillery, $415, and light 
dniught horsK-s. $350. Authority has been given the 
rcimmut to increase these prices by 30 i>er cent for 
horses having the reijuirements laid down by the 
army <-ouncil. and lK*ing over five and und<*r fifteen 
.vears old. The wlnde question resolves itself inb* 
om* of price. The supidj' is there, and the breeder, 
wlio has lK*en sorely trieil since the c<»mmenc«*nient 
of tlie war by the increase of cost of labor and 
forage, is there als«j. Those who saw the iiniKirted 
liorses sent over at the comnienct*ment of the war 
in the government stiibles at Saumur, where they 
were going through their military education, were 
lertaiuly not imprvssi*d with their apiiearantn* wlien 
eom|ian*«i with the half-bred which come fnau Nor- 
mandy and Drittany, Home breeders, after a suc- 
cession of lean years, ma.v now be iuduct*d t<i meet 
the n*un»unt in the <|uestion of price, since it may 
Ik* rem«*ni bored tliat the government paid the record 
pri«*e «»f $14,4MM» for tliat beautiful trotting sire, 
Deaiiiiianoir. half-bred, to* Narquois. half-bred, 
that he might serve mares at the small official 
ft*e demamied by the government. — I'aris L«?tter To 
Ixmdiui K|M>rtsmau.

The hig average height of the men drafted into 
the United States army is lieiiig widely commented 
u|Kui iu the pn*ss, and it appears that the facts 
justify the favorable n*marks hying made. Records 
of the (|uarlemiaster’s offit*e show that the Ameri- 
eaiis who are donning the army uniform today are 
bigger than th«* mt*ii who fought in former wars. 
The sizt* most iu deniaml for the standard anny 
shoe in the past was 7 K, while the average size 
of the marching sImk* today is 8*4 D and that <if the 
fichl or tn*iich shoe 9 E. Tlie styles .-m* issued, 
fur it lias lM*en found by exiK*riment that soldiers 
reiiuire a larger shoe for the trenches, it lK*ing 
necessary to w»*ar two pairs of socks at a time in 
<H»ld and wet weather. Similarly, the pres4>nt day 
.\inericati s<»hlii*r has to Ik* provided with a size 
larger than Ids pn*decessor iu coats, shirts ami 
lirccehes. He ij* a bigger man all around, W’hich is 
decidedly satisfactory from the national iHunt of 
view*. 

Events in other lielligereiit lands since the war be- 
gan have served to prove that men generally are as 
strong ph.vsi<*ally and morally as ever they were in 
history. The long campaign in the trenches in Eu- 
roiK* has put the soldiers to a git*ater test than the 
fighting men of tin* past were submitted to in the 
worst of the numerous old wars. They have stood 
that test, ami the huiidn*ds of thousands who sur- 
vive the cannon’s blast and the rifle’s bullet will 
emerge physically fine siH*cimens of manhood. 

It is not necessary to look to the United States 
or over to Euroiie to see tliat the human race has 
not deteriorate<I. Canada is a small nation eom- 
pare<l with its tr»*mendous ueighlMir and witli other 
allies. It has a iKipulatiou at the cc'iisus of 1911 
of 7,200,000, alHUit half of whom are males. Out 
of the young men part of this total .700,000 men 
have measured up to the several medical test of the 
army, ami some tens of tliousands of others have 
lH*en examined and rejected for minor defects that 
do not interfere with their life as civilians and do 
not thr(‘ateu to shorten their days appreciably. The 
men w’ho were taken to the field of war have lived 
in the oik*ii, through the heat of summer and the 
cold ami snow and wet of w’inter, ami the ‘thunder 
of guns has been coustautly iu their ears. 

The stn*ss of the deadliest w*arfare has not broken 
their spirit, and they stand ready toilay to face at- 
tack from a iMiwerful enemy and to deliver it in 
return. In view of these facts, the little bodies of 
gloomy and narrowminded iiersons who meet iKri- 
odically and n*solve that the race is degenerating 
physically and morally should rest from their croak- 
ing for the tinn* lK*iug. Actual conditions are eon- 
fuiiiidiiig their slanderous assertions. The race is 
stronger today than ever. — Montreal Gazette. 



DARK FUTURE FOR HOHENZOLLERNS 



If Iluheiizollerus were capable of thinking and 
fi*eliug like a hiiinaii lK*iiig it w'uuld be interesting 
to know w'hat thoughts fill their minds when they 
I)C4*r into the future and wouder what fields of en- 
joyment, adventure and travel will be oi»eu to them 
after the war.

For 
them no big game hunting in the Rockies or tiger 
shooting in India, no merry evenings in Paris, no 
trips through the lx*autiful English country with 
stops at comfortable, historic inns. To them alone, 
among all the dwellers on earth. w*ill be denied 
the pleasures and advaiitag«*s of foreign travel and 
ass4M*iation witli cultivab*d s<H*iety. Truly a sad 
outlook is theirs. — New* York Herald.

Rc<I Cross headciuarters at Springfield has just 
exiKised an ugly series of tricks and devices which 
pro-torniaii “citizens” liave been attempting there 
in fruitless efforts to injure the American cause.

Fortunately this work w*as promptly dctectvd 
ainl thrown out by the iiisiiectors and the Re<l 
Cross authorities at Springfield and elsew’licre are 
standing constantly on the alert for all low tricks 
lik<* this. 

Is tin* public on watch with e<iual keencssV This 
is a ijuestioii which the official Springfield state- 
nu iit makes |K*rtiueut. Asi»le from such acts as the 
knitting of “torture socks,” the pro-Germans, it 
apiK*;irs, are ever active in spreading fraudulent 
stories of a kind which they lioiie will prejudice 
gullible Americans against the Red t’niss. More than 
one story of so-calleil “mismaiiagemeiit,” of “fool- 
ishly strict” regulations, can doubtless be traced 
to this source. The Springfield statement proves 
that tJiey can Ik.*, by citing several concrete ex- 
amples.

“.\fter the Germans, wi*aring Scotch kilts, tricked 
the brigade Ibat was holding the mound and routed 
them, oiir geii«*ral t»K»k us out to recapture the 
mound,” said Tracy. “It w'as night. The rille 
brigade went out first and ran into a nest of Ger- 
man maehine-guus. We eaine next, and the iiia- 
ebine-guus got us also. Our machine-guns were 
turned onto the iiumiid, but we s<k)II discovered that 
the Ik-riiiuus were iu St. Ehii itself. A signal was 
givcu to the night -rocket men to illuminate the 
t<»wn. They sent white rockets into the air and, 
by this light, we fought through the streets of the 
village. It was haud-to-haud fighting; w*e couldn’t 
use tin* iiiachinc-guiis. We lost plenty of men, hut 
the German dead were idled in the streets. Both 
siiles used dea<l Inxlies for barricades. I saw heaps 
of (b*nii.*iii corpses; you had to jump over them as 
.V(*u ran alKUit. All the time the white rockets were 
lighting tin* streets and eh*<*tric hand torches flkk- 
en*«l ill alleyways, back yards and emptied houses 
as tin* iiiaa-liunt for Gevmaus continued. We took 
St. Elui Ufure dawn; every Germau left lu it was 
dead. Am i then wc got the mound into uur own 
bunds ugaiu. * ' — K very body ’a.

Having mdzed the initiative, can and will General 
Fmdi keei> it? This is the fori'most military ques- 
thm on IIh* western front now. There are many 
good reastHis for thinking he will. The chief of 
these is that the Alli<*s are intending a large offen- 
sive this autumn. At Washington information to 
this effe<*t has Ikm*ii published. If the Allies have 
such a luirpose. it waaild pay them to keep on 
hammering the Germans, first at one istiut and then 
another, forcing them to use up reserves in defen- 
sive actions. Sucli an offensive will have to be 
r*‘ady in two months, and the interval is too short 
to give the Germans rest and opportunity for re- 
cuiwration and r«t»rganixation. 

Alr»*ady the German and the Allied forces are 
about csiual in nunil>ers and material. If lo.sses in 
the next two months were e<iual, the Allies would 
l»e suiM‘rior in October by the additional American 
troops brought in. Moreover, the using up of the 
Geriiiaii assault troops would give the Allies other 
advantages. If a continuation of the pressure is 
Foidi’s decision, he may trusted to economize 
in men in the interval, making his artillery, air- 
planes and other machinery do the bulk of the 
work. Foch has even laen a great iiusbander of 
his tr<M>ps im to the iKiint for ruthless striking. 
H«*. and the governments bfdiind him, cannot fail to 
ap|»reciate the effect on German morale of a i>cr- 
manently lost initiative, with a gntnd offensive 1 * 3 ’ 
the Allies coming as a climax of the season’s cam- 
Iiaign. The turning i»oint has lK*en passed, lK‘cause 
if the Germans failed so disastrously in taking even 
Rlieims mountain, they assuredl 3 ’ cannot hoi»e for 
success against Amu*ns or the channel iKirts. This 
turning gives General Foch exceptional opisirtuni- 
ties to pnqtarc the way for what is coming. 

It W’as re<*ently announctKl from Paris th;it the 
British aniij’ in Fram-e had again been brought up 
to 2 . 0 UO. 00 U men, or e<|ual to the high point of 
1917. The loKsi's of the spring defeats have been 
made good and mon* than made good. With half a 
million American troops in or ready for the field, 
and the Italian situation apparently siH’ured, General 
F<k*Ii ma 3 ’ rtH-kon he can afford, better than the 
Germans, the exhausting stniin of relentless fight- 
ing. If lie did not, he would have stopiied his 
Marne drive after forcing the Germans to retreat 
north across the river. l*remier t'lemenceau’s paiier 
sa.vs that the Germans have had a million casualties 
since March. In the recent drive south of the 
Marne their losses must have been 1.50.U00. The 
free n*s«“ne of tlie Germans is reduced to iK*rhaps 
twenf.v-five or thirt 3 ’ divisions. If Foch can, with 
smaller losses to his own armies, forc-e the employ- 
ment of that reserve in defem-e, he will have ac- 
coinidished wonderful work in i>reparing f<»r his 
bigger measures. — Toronto Dail.v Mail and Empire. 

MUSK WORTH WEIGHT IN GOLD 

Musk is <»ne product of world commerce in which 
rhina enjoys a monoiioly — not a large one, to be 
sure, since the annual output is at liest less than a 
half million dollars, but the product itself is worth 
many times its weight in silver, and for that 
matter, gold us well, in these days of high ex- 
change. 

Musk is a secretion of the male musk deer. 
Three kinds of musk are distinguished in com- 
merce. the most imiMirtant and valuable being the 
rhinese or Tongkin musk, imiiortfMl priuci|ially 
from Shanghai. It is put up in small tin -lined, 
silk-c*oven‘d cuddies, each containing from tw’O to 
thn*e dozi ‘11 i*mls.

The 
riiiu 4 *.se immIs vary in value according to quality 
ami genuineness. Some musk <-ollected from the 
western Hinialya is exisirti-d from India. It is 
much less prized than g<*nuine Tongkin musk. The 
third variety, know’ii as Kabardine. or Siberian 
musk, is exiKirted from Central Asia b.v way of 
Russia. It is in large i*ods. said to Ik* yielded by 
a distinct simh-K's of d<*<*r. and is inferior in i»oint 
of odor. — New York World, 

CONTROL OF THE TELEGRAPH WIRES 

Thus far the government has o*N*rated the rail- 
roails at a loss, but it is figur<* 4 l in Washington 
that tin* telegraphs and telephones, to lie taken 
over on Jul.v 31, will yield a profit .vearl.v of not 
less than owners of stiK’ks and beads 

iK'ing as.surt*!! of their usual returns. 

This exiM*ctation may not be realized, but it is to 
lie reiiiemlH*red that in the case of the wires we 
have not had 4S states “regulating” them and no 
national commission has undertaken to reduce their 
revenue while adding materially to their exiiendi- 
tures. Although questions of wages remain for 
settlement, with the usual prosian-t that the gov- 
ernment will lie mure libi-ral than private managers, 
tile financial iiroblcm facing the |iostmastcr-gcnc*ral 
IS much less complicated than that with which the 
dire«‘lor general of railroads has had to deal. 

.Now that the final plunge has ta*en taken in 
tin* matter of electrical communication for war pur- 
jioses, it is probable that the fears of censorship, 
s<» terrifyingly placed la-fore us for s<ime time past, 
will Is* sudileuly allayed. The offh*er who is to 
«.irect the wires is the sam«* who now’ dir«*ets the 
iuuils, and the assurances of the President ought 
to satisfy the most auspicious. — New York World.

A dispatch of 3 ’esterday afterno<ui from Loudou 
says: Since 3 ’estenla 3 ’ the allies have advaiic«*d 

lK'tw’«*eu two and thrt*e miles on a twenty-mile 
front. The t*nemy has <k*fiiiitely ab.-indoned the 
line of the Oure<i and there is little doubt now that 
he will go back la-yoiul the Vesle to the line tliirty 
miles long betw’een Soissons and Rlieinis. w’hicii 
[ probahl.v is w’<*ll intn-nched and has g«Kid lines of 
communication. The Americans, particularly in 
the Fcn*-cu-Tardcnois sector, art* pressing tlie Ger- 
mans vigonnisly. Tlie German retreat is continu- 
ing along tlie whole lim*, the allies clost*ly in pur- 
suit, acconling to news from the figliting area in 
the Soissons- Rheims salient received up to noon. 
The Germans have succeeded in checking to a c«*r- 
tain extent, but not in stopping the French ad- 
vance. 

Brt'iit Dow Allinson, pacifist slacker, draft re- 
sister anti finall 3 ’ convicted deserter from tlie 
national aiTU 3 ’, left Gamp Grant 3 ’esterda.v after- 
noon under military guard for the federal prison 
at I>*a veil worth, Kan. Convicted I 13 ’ court martial 
of violating the fiftt*eiith article of war, he was 
s<*nteiuvd to life in iirisou. However, his SL*ntemt* 
w’as reviewed in Washington and commuted to fif- 
tet*u 3 ’ears. 

Tlie Americans met Geniiauy’s fim*st regim *nt in 
liattle south of S«*rgy last night, wliere the enemy 
threw in the wiiole fourth division of Prussian 
guards in a desiM*rate couiit«*rattack. Advices rcacli- 
ing Ixiudou 3 ’esterda>’ afternoon show that the 
Am*ricaiis stoml like a stoue w’all, bronglit the 
Germans to a clean stop and inflicted the heaviest 
losses uiKiii them. 

The German government has given “final notice” 
to the public to give up voluntarily at least one 
suit of clothes each to tlie w’jir w’orki*rs and the 
arm>’. F.iiliire to meet tlu* demand w’ill result in 
forcible rt*quisition and delinquents w’ill lx* liable 
to imprisonment for one 3 ’ear and a fim* not ex- 
ceecling $2,500. 

More than 2.’i0 American warships have iM*rma- 
iieut bast*s in £uroiK*au waters, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, assistant secretary” of the navy, auiioiiucs‘d 
during a siK'ech at the American Luncheon Club in 
London ycstenlay. IbNisevelt paid tribute to the 
British for their aid in trausiiorting American 
troops. 

The Germans started a new battle this morning 
in a quiet sector cast of Rheims by launching a 
heavy attack against French imsitions 011 Hill 181, 
near Mont Sans Xoui. Wlicn latest dispatches W’crc 
filed the fighting was proceeding w’itliout much 
advantage on either side. 

The American ship Tipiiecanoe, formerly the Ger- 
man ship Halsatia. w’as torped<H*d and sunk Tliurs- 
day evening at tlie time w’hich seems to bt* most 
genenilly chosea for attacks due to the light condi- 
tions. Fortunately of the crew of mure than eighty 
only one w’as lost. 

A receiver for the property and effects of Nat 
C. Goodwin, actor, was apiioiiited in the New Y^ork 
City court yesterday. Goodwin was descrilied in 
tlie paiiers filed as “stiK-k promoter, theatrical 
manager, moving picture star, actor in legitimate 
drama, etc.” 

“Airplanes carrying a hundred men and etiuipiK'd 
with engines c*qual in iiow’er to those in a medium - 
sized steamship will lie develoiied within three 
years,” said Gianni Cuproni, inventor of the Ca- 
i>roui liombiug planes, in an interview yesterday 
at Paris. 

SSeveuty-five thousand armed peasants are march- 
ing on Kiev, eaiiital of Ukrauia, according to in- 
formation receivt*d at the State Department yes- 
terda.v from Stockholm. Serious unrest in the 
Ukraine and tlie surrounding country was reiiorted.

Indeed, confinement in close quartc*rs is not 
needed to arouse tlieir combative proiieusities. I'laee 
two glass jars close togetlicr, with one of these 
fighting fish in each, and tlu*y will at oiiee 
swim round and endeavor to charge each 
other through the* interiMised glass. Even a single 
fish, seeing itsc*If refleeled in a mirror, will dart 
at its own image, and, irritated all the more by 
its failure to rc*ueh the supmisc-d enemy, will assume 
brilliant hues; seeing its refleetcHl antagonist do 
the same, it will redouble its efforts. — Tid Bits.

In heat races there shall be an allowance of five 
lM>unds from the scale of weights. 

Except in handicaps, fillies two years old and 
geldings of all ages shall be allowed three iKiuiids.

For steeplechases of three miles and over — From 
January 1 to August 31, inclusive, four years, 143 
Iiounds; five years, 155 iNiunds; six years and over 
160 Iiounds. From September 1 to December 31, in- 
clusive, for four years, 149 pounds; five years, 158 
INiumls: six years ami over, 160 iiouuds. 

For liurdle races — From January 1 to August 31. 
inclusive, three 3 ’eurs, 135 iNiiiuds; four years, 142 
IKiuuds; five years, 152 pounds; six years and over, 
156 pounds. From September 1 to December 31, in- 
clusive, three years. 142 ixiunds; four years, 155 
IMiunds; five years and over. 161 pounds. In races 
exclusively for three- 3 ’ear-olds, the weight shall be 
145 pounds. 

Ex(*ciit in handicaps and in races where the 
weights are fixed absoliit«*ly in the eunditions, 
mares shall be allowed five pounds before Septem- 
ber 1 , ;ind three pounds afterward. 

For races on the flat under Hunt Club auspices, 
the scale of weights adopted by the Jockey Club 
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In all races (except in handicaps) where foreigu- 
breds are not iieualized as such, horses foaled in 
Canada shall be allowed up to and including three 
years, 7 iiounds; four years and upward, 5 iMiuuds. 

Welter weights shall be 28 iHiuuds added to the 
weight-for-age. 

In heavyweight handicaps the top Tveight shall 
not be less than 140 iiounds. 



The rules of the Canadian Racing Associations 
governing steeplechases and hurdle races provide 
that no horse shall be permitted to start in any 
steeplechase or hurdle race carrying less than 130 
IKiuuds. When a scale of weights for age is not 
fixed by the regulations of any course or by the 
conditions of a meeting or race the following scale 
shall govern:
